Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is respectfully pointed out that arguments are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues no motivation to combine. Motivation to combine is clearly stated in the Final Rejection; everything can 
be improved upon; the primary reference almost never cites any need for the improvement(s) taught by the secondary reference(s). 
Applicant argues dependent claims. Dependent claims are properly rejected with motivation to combine per the Final Rejection. 
Examiner has considered Applicant's arguments, and maintains the secondary references provide robust teaching, with motivation to 
combine, to result in any of a wide variety of suitable structures, including structures as limited by Applicant's present broad claims. 
Examiner points out that Applicant's assertion as to the light source of Akahane is a plate is not correct; please consider the whole 
disclosure of Akahane. Please note that these are obviousness rejections based upon the fact that the secondary reference(s) would 
teach one of ordinary skill to modify devices in any of a large number of ways as desired. Examiner has considered Applicant's arguments 
and maintains the Final Rejection is proper.
